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Chocks away as 
Paul aims to 
build Spitfires 


Enstone Flying Club

A FLYING club owner who wants to build 
a squadron of 12 replica Spitfires has 
completed his first model. 

Now Paul Fowler wants to speed up 
finishing the rest of the £3.7m project so 
a team of pilots can fly the new County of 
Oxford Squadron over The Mall in London 
to celebrate the 75th anniversary of the 
Battle of Britain. 

The Enstone Flying Club boss, who first 
came up with the squadron idea in 2011, 
plans to take 12 veteran Spitfire pilots on 
the fly-past on September 15 next year. 

But he needs hundreds of volunteers 
and millions of pounds to realise his 
dream. 

Enstone resident Mr Fowler, 53, said: 
"Spitfires are the most recognised 
aeroplanes on the planet and 
unmistakably British. As far as I'm aware, 


building a squadron of such aeroplanes 
has never been done anywhere in the 
world - apart from during the war. This is 
a massive challenge. It just comes down 
to sheer determination, as well as money 
and support." 

The 90 per cent scale planes - costing 
about £220,000 each - are two-seaters, 


built from a kit. Mr Fowler hopes to fund 
them through selling part shares of up to 
£20,000 each 

About 200 people are needed to work 
on building the rest of the squadron, 
which would also tour air shows in the 
UK and Europe.

■ Police find £200,000 of cocaine in driver's car 

DRUGS CHASE 

ENDS IN JAIL 


A MAN who tried to escape from 
police carrying £200,000 worth of 
cocaine in his car has been jailed for 
more than six years. 

Stephen Ryan, of Broome Way, Banbury, 
admitted possessing the Class-A drug with 
intent to supply, dangerous driving and 
failing to stop for police. 

Matthew Walsh, prosecuting, said the 56- 
year-old was spotted by plain-clothed police 
officers in the car park of a Toby Carvery in 
Ermont Way on July 4 this year. 

He said the defendant was approached by 
another man and took a package out of the 
boot of his accomplice's car at about 6pm. 

Mr Walsh said officers in uniform then 
chased Ryan's BMW as he tried to escape by 
driving above the speed limit, mounting the 
kerb and forcing other cars and pedestrians 
to get out of his way. 

The barrister said even after two of his 
tyres were punctured by a police spike stick 
he did not stop until his car ended up in a 
ditch near the A422.

He said the package turned out to contain 
993g of cocaine with a high purity of 72 per 
cent and an estimated street value of 
£ 200 , 000 . 

Mr Walsh said Ryan had a number of 
previous convictions, including for robbery 
and burglary when he was much younger. 

But he added that in 2004 he was 
involved in a conspiracy to supply cannabis 
and amphetamines, for which he received a 
nine-year prison sentence. 

Sarah Holland, defending, said her client 
had started his own business after coming 
out of prison, but was in financial trouble 
because of a bridging loan he had taken out. 

She said: "His role in this was limited to 
one of carrying, not of cutting or preparing 
these drugs for any form of commercial 
business." 

Sentencing him last week at Oxford 
Crown Court, Judge Patrick Eccles told Ryan 


that being involved with a drugs "syndicate" 
was very serious, but he accepted the 
defendant's role was only that of a driver. 

He sentenced him to five years and nine 
months for drug dealing and 12 months for 
dangerous driving, to run consecutively. 

Ryan will also have to pay a £120 victims' 
surcharge.

New move in 
Taser probe 

■ AN investigation into a police 
officer firing a Taser at a knife- 
wielding man at Banbury Station 
has been handed back to Thames 
Valley Police. The officer fired a 
Taser at the man, who police said 
was harming himself, after he 
scaled a signal gantry on Monday, 
September 4. It is not yet clear 
whether he was hit by the stun- 
gun dart. The man fell from the 
gantry at about 2pm and was 
taken to the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, Oxford, where he 
remains in a stable condition. 

The police force asked for an 
investigation by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission, 
which has now referred it back to 
Thames Valley Police for a local 
investigation.

■ I was just being Christian, jury told 

Council chief 
denies sex 
assault claim 


A COUNCIL team leader has told jurors 
he was being Christian when he 
touched a woman's leg and tried to kiss 
her in her bedroom. 

Peter Brown, of Oxfordshire County 
Council's roads and transport department, is 
accused of groping the woman on her bed 
after coming to fix her ensuite shower. 

But the 56-year-old, also chairman of his 
village parish council for more than 20 years, 
denies the sexual assault and claims he only 
squeezed the unnamed woman's leg to 
comfort her. 

He took to the witness stand on Monday 
and told Oxford Crown Court jurors: "There 
was no sexual intent there. It was merely a 
comforting gesture." 

The alleged victim told jurors last week 
that Brown had behaved inappropriately and 
got too close to her in the months before the 
incident in September 2011. 

A neighbour of the alleged victim, said that 
when her friend described the incident to her 
two weeks later she was "tearful and 
distressed". 

The trial, which began on Wednesday of 
last week, heard that before the alleged 
assault there had been a number of incidents 
which led the complainant to think Brown 
was "creepy". 

But Brown, of Drayton, said he was trying 
to be a friend to the woman and support her. 

He said he offered to fix her shower the 
day before he left on a month-long Christian 
mission to help build schools in Zambia. 

But he said after doing the DIY job he set 
off the woman's vibrator accidently when he 
sat down on her bed. 

The married dad-of-three then said the 
woman started talking openly about her sex 
life and how lonely she felt. 

He said he touched her leg and moved to 
kiss her on the cheek before she put her

hands around his throat and pushed him 
away. 

Brown said: "I was quite disturbed having a 
long sexual conversation with her. 

"I was quite disturbed for her and I wanted 
her to know someone cared for her. 

"She is a human being and my Christian 
upbringing and my Christian faith tell me I 
should be helping others." 

He added: "I admit I made a mistake even 
thinking about kissing her." 

The churchgoer said he had found the 
conversation about the woman's sex life 
interesting. 

He said: "It was outside of my experience, 
outside of my radar. 

"I certainly don't get any bondage at home 
nor do I want any bondage at home." 

But prosecutor Robert Spencer-Bernard, in 
cross-examination, said he did not accept 
Brown's version of events. 

He said: "I suggest you did more than put 
your hand on her thigh. You put your hands 
up her back and her front and started 
fondling her breasts." 

Brown denied it, adding: "I never wanted a 
sexual relationship with her." 

But Mr Spencer-Bernard said: "What you 
did was to force yourself on her sexually and 
you knew perfectly well that you were doing 
wrong and she didn't want it. 

"Over the months you had been testing her 
- some would say grooming her." 

Brown said: "I did not force myself on her 
sexually. There was no intention of having sex 
or anything. 

"There was no intention to groom her. I am 
a happily married man." 

The trial continues. 


Verdict on 
crash of 
1941 plane 

A VINTAGE aircraft owned by a Great 
Rol I right man crash-landed after its pilot 
failed to set up its orientation correctly. 

The 1941-built Tiger Moth, registered to 
John Brychan Steel, was left severely 
damaged after ending up upside down on 
a runway on the morning of May 3. 

A report released by the Air Accidents 
Investigation Branch into the crash says 
that the pilot - who is not identified - 
acknowledged his fault in the crash. 

The report said: "Whilst landing, the 
aircraft bounced and flipped inverted, 
causing extensive damage. 

"The pilot acknowledged that he had 
failed to set up the aircraft's attitude 
correctly on landing." 

The crash took place at crash at 
Rendcomb Airfield, near Cirencester. 

Both the 59-year-old pilot and his 
passenger walked away unharmed. 

The aircraft suffered damage to its 
propeller, cowls, wings, fuel tank and rear 
fuselage in the crash. 

According to the report, the pilot had 
1,748 hours of flying experience. 

The de Havilland Tiger Moth is a 
biplane which was designed in the 1930s 
and was once used by the RAF - with 
half of the force's planes built at Cowley. 

Campaign wins 
recycling award 

A CHRISTMAS recycling campaign run 
by Cherwell District Council won an 
award for the Best Information 
Technology and Communication 
Initiative at the annual Association of 
Public Service Excellence awards. 

Last year's recycling campaign - A 
Rubbish Guide to Christmas - used an 
advent calendar on Facebook to help 
people learn more about which bins 
should be used for certain types of 
rubbish. 

The campaign reached an audience of 
more than 160,000 people and increased 
recycling rates by 11 per cent. 

Cherwell was shortlisted for the award 
alongside six other authorities, winning a 
trophy and certificate. 

The council's officers were handed the 
award at a ceremony in Nottingham's Ice 
Arena.

ATHREE-year project will take place to 
restore an historic parkland to its original 
g!ory. 

The National Trust will clear trees at 
stately home Farnborough Hall, near 
Banbury, to recreate the design that 
architect William Holbech II created in the 
18th century. The fermee ornee, or 
ornamental farm as it is known in English, 


was popular in landscape design in the 
1700s and championed by French 
aristocrats, including French queen Marie 
Antoinette. 

It involved creating parkland with 
ornamental hedgerows and shrubberies 
and a working farm. 

Julie Smith, general manager at 
Farnborough Hall, said: "The ferme ornee 


is now a rare landscape as changing 
fashions meant that the original designs of 
many country estates were planted over. 

"At Farnborough Hall many of the 
picturesque views have been lost due to 
tree growth over the centuries - but it is 
fairly easy to recreate the landscape as it 
was recorded in 1772, with tree planting 
and some undergrowth clearance."

Now, 29 years later, two of her 
daughters and her niece work with her at 
The Lake House. Mrs Jeffrey said: "I

couldn't think of doing any other job." 

As a care leader Mrs Jeffery, 53, is in 
charge of a team of carers, overseeing 
residents' medication plans, GP visits and 
more. 

OSJCT operations director Dan Hayes 
said: "Julie has given 16 years of service to 
The Lake House, and is highly respected in 
her post as care leader. 

"She is a hard worker who is always 
willing to go the extra mile for residents 
and staff. 

"Her friendly and supportive nature 
make it easy for staff to approach her with 
any issues which she is always pleased to 
help resolve." 

In return, Mrs Jeffery, of 
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Banbury, said OSJCT felt "like a 
family" to her. 

She said: "Residents' families 
always thank you for looking 
after people, and they say they 
feel welcome in the house." 

At the ceremony, trust 
directors presented awards to 
more than 100 staff, for long 
service, dedication, leadership 
or volunteering. 

Nomination forms are 
available at all OSJCT homes 
all year round, and anyone can 
make a nomination — staff, 
residents or their relatives. 

Oxfordshire's director of public 
health, Jonathan McWilliam, has 
described the county's ageing 
population as the "number one 
health care challenge". 

The number of over-85s is 
predicted to increase by 168 per 
cent between 2011 and 2035, from 
14,683 to 39,400. 

The OSJCT cares for about 1,000 
elderly people in Oxfordshire at a 
cost of about £25m a year and has 
waiting lists for many of its homes. 

But strategy director Sara Livadeas

said care workers were still 
undervalued. 

She said: "It's seen as women's 
work. It isn't remunerated well in 
general, but dementia is an 
increasing problem." 

One in four people over 80 and 
nearly half of people over 90 in the 
UK have dementia. 

The illness is correlated with age, 
so as the population lives longer, 
numbers increase, and Ms Livadeas 
said: "Life expectancy is increasing 
by the minute. 

"That is why it is so important to 
value carers. For a lot of our staff, it 
is more of a vocation — they do it 


because they love the work, 
because they love people. 

"We need to value our staff so 
that they value the residents. This is 
just a small token to show we do 
value them." 

The awards — certificates and 
flowers — were also presented to 
staff for earning qualifications and to 
whole homes for meeting the trust's 
internal standards. 

Operations director Dan Hayes 
told staff at the ceremony: "You do a 
challenging job. 

"There is no higher-pressured job 
than yours and you do it extremely 
well — I can't thank you enough." 


Fire service salute to the brave 


A MAN from Shenington, who 
rescued a neighbour from a fire, was 
among lifesavers who were 
honoured for their bravery by 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

Clint Walther, of Mill Lane, was 
presented with a commendation 
award by chief fire officer David 
Etheridge in a ceremony at the 
service's Kidlington Fire Station 
headquarters. 

His neighbour, who was suffering 
from a brain disease, had become 
disorientated due to waist-high 


smoke coming from a fire in her 
home on November 22 last year. 

Mr Walther rescued her from the 
property. Firefighters later said his 
actions saved her life. 

Other recipients include 
fisherman Roy Walker, from 
Buckingham, and Swindon resident 
Mark Seagroatt. 

They helped a 69-year-old 
woman and her 70-year-old 
husband out of the river near Day's 
Lock at Little Wittenham, on 
October 6 last year. 

The woman was stuck between a 


boat and the riverbank after falling 
out of the vessel, while her husband 
entered the water to try keep to her 
afloat. 

The couple were pulled out of the 
water by Mr Walker and Mr 
Seagroatt, who heard their shouts 
for help. 

Mr Etheridge said: "These awards 
are very rarely given out. The 
criteria is without the recipients' 
actions, would life or lives have 
been lost? Certainly on both of these 
occasions the answer would have 
undoubtedly been yes." 
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Inquest told of man's 
death after cellar fall 



■ Verdict on 'heavily intoxicated man' 


A MAN who was "heavily 
intoxicated" died after falling 
into a cellar window, an inquest 
heard last week. 

Roger Callow, 67, was found lying 
face-down in a gap outside a 
property in New Street, Deddington, 
in the early hours of Friday, May 23. 
The retired kitchen assistant had last 
been seen leaving the nearby Crown 
and Tuns pub, where staff said he 
could not stand up without

assistance after drinking heavily. 

Oxfordshire Coroner's Court heard 
how Mr Callow, of The Paddocks, 
Deddington, was a regular drinker at 
the pub and had left shortly after 
midnight. 

Chartered accountant Peter 
Daniel, who lives about 50ft away 
from the pub, left his home to pick 
up his wife from the train station at

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11.40pm and returned just under an 
hour later. In a statement, Mr Daniel 
said he noticed a man lying with his 
head at the bottom of a 3ft hole in 
front of a cellar window next to the 
front door, and dialled 999. 

Mr Callow, who was single, had 
no pulse and despite attempts by 
paramedics to resuscitate him, he 
was pronounced dead at the scene 
at about 1.30am. 

Police believe Mr Callow may 
have tried using walls to guide 
himself as he left the pub because 
he was struggling to walk but fell 
because Mr Daniel's home was 
further back from the footpath. 

A post-mortem examination found 
he had a large bruise on his head 
but this was not sufficient to kill 
him, while alcohol levels in his 
blood were four times the drink¬ 
driving limit. 

Consultant pathologist Prof Ian 
Roberts said in a statement he died 
from positional asphyxiation due to 
alcohol intoxication and the head 
injury. 

Coroner Darren Salter recorded a 
verdict of accidental death.

BOSSES at the county's main 
hospitals are having to spend 
millions of pounds extra on 
agency workers due to staff 
shortages. 

Finance director Mark Mansfield 
warned Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust was in a "very volatile 
position" after it was revealed 
spending on bank and agency staff 
had risen 38 per cent. 

About half its entire contingency 
budget has already been spent in 
the first four months of the financial 
year, mostly on more expensive 
agency staff, he said. 

A union warned large numbers of 
temporary staff could damage 
patient care because of a lack of 
continuity. 

The alert comes after the trust's 
biggest-ever inspection raised 
concerns about "lack of sufficient 
numbers". 

Mr Mansfield said: "We have not 
budgeted for that high level of 
agency staff. Our level of agency 
spending has been an issue for a 
long time. We are in a very volatile 
position with high levels of activity 
and high levels of vacancies." 

He said £6.4m - "about half" the 
contingency budget - was spent in 
the first four months of the financial

spent £13m on bank and agency 
staff from April to July, up 38 per 
cent on the same period in 2013. 

That included £4m on agency 
nurses and midwives, £1.7m on 
technicians, scientists and therapists, 
£200,000 on doctors and £3.5m on 
other staff. 

It means 6.2 per cent of the total 
pay bill for the trust - which has 
9,556 full-time staff - went on 
agency staff. 

For example, Ambition 24 Hours 
pays about £30 an hour to nurses, 
compared to about £13 for those in 
the NHS. 

But chief nurse Catherine Stoddart 
said the trust was still meeting safe 
staffing targets in nursing and 
midwifery.

He said: "We need to reduce our 
expenditure to agencies and be able 
to manage our budgets more 
carefully. We can only go to 
agencies when it is absolutely 
necessary."

She said: "There's an operation to 
increase our nurses workforce as 
part of our ongoing recruitment 
plan. It's a national issue of 
recruitment." 

Non-executive director Prof Sir 
John Bell said: "It's clear that we're 
going to continue to run into these 
very choppy waters as demand 
grows. The only way to change our 
position is to try to change the 
profile of the workforce. 

"The executive team are 
swimming as hard as they can to 
keep their heads above water. If we 
stay on the current target, the water 
is going to get choppier and 
choppier." 

Royal College of Nursing union 
spokesman Helen Wigginton said: 
"It's a terrible way to recruit your 
staff. It's a short-term fix. 

"Agency staff shouldn't be the 
default and standard position. 

"It would be much, much better to 
recruit properly and have a full 
complement of staff." 

She added: "It's not just the 
financial side, it's really hard to 
build cohesive teams and that's 
really difficult for management. 

"It's difficult for the nurses to 
parachute into a hospital and 
suddenly be able to pick it up and 
know how everything works. 

"We aren't producing enough 
nurses. 

"There aren't the number of 
people that's needed to fill in the 
gaps. Nurses don't grow on trees." 

The trust refused to comment 
further.

Now in 2009, after a 
lengthy break raising her 
family, Beverley is back with 
Close To Home, her first studio 
album in ten years. Beverley 
was born in Sri Lanka in 1963. 

Her family relocated back to the 
UK when she was 18 months 



old and settled in Hertfordshire. 

Encouraged by her mother, 
an accomplished classical 
♦ violinist, Beverley began taking 
piano lessons at the age of 
seven. In the late '80s she was 
offered a job as a backing 
vocalist on tour with soul 
s legend Bobby Womack, 
and then in 1988, one of 
her demo tapes fell into the 
hands of Epic Records who 
offered her a recording 
contract. Promise Me shot to 
No.3 in the UK charts in 
1991, following appearances 
on Wogan and Top of the 
Pops. 

Almost 18 years later, 
Beverley has sold more than 
three million albums 
worldwide. In 2004, while 
promoting her Very Best Of 
compilation album, Beverley 
found out she had breast 
cancer. Following extensive 
treatment she was finally given 
the all-clear and stepped back 
into the limelight in 2009. Her 
2012 autobiography Truth Be Told 
told the story of her hugely 
successful career and documented 
the surprising life events she has 
encountered over recent years.
